A complete freight train and various 
types of trucks will be moved on to the 
installation grounds for practical in- 
structional purposes, it was learned.

The seminar will deal with all aspects 
of identifying, isolating, fire fighting 
and the safe handling and disposal of 


hazardous materials which may be nee 


spilled either from a rail carrier, truck 
transportation or water transportation 
(barge), according to Granite City 
Police Chief Ronald J. Veizer. 

Incidents involving hazardous 
materials of all descriptions are ap- 
pearing more frequently in the nation’s 
press.

The ruins of an industrial complex 
continuing to burn Aug. 28 in Chicago's 


largest fire in 13 years and firefighters 
being ordered to put on breathing ap- 
paratus after it was learned that more 
than 2,000 drums of noxious chemicals 
may be buried in the ruins 


The previous day, Aug. 27, a large 
bomb, placed by an extortionist at a 
Lake Tahoe resort hotel, exploded and 
blew a two-to-three story hole in the 
building while an attempt was being 
made to disarm the device.

regulations and increased vigilance by 
enviromental-health-safety authorities. 


Between 150 and 200 persons from 
Madison and St. Clair counties, who 
provide emergency services to the 
public, are expected to attend the two- 
day program. 


Invitations have been sent to ap- 
propriate agencies and a Sept. 19 
registration deadline has been set, 
Chief Veizer said.

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Presentations during the seminar 
will be made by representatives from 
the U. S. Coast Guard, Illinois State 
Police, U.S. Army 50th Ordnance 
Detachment, generally known as the 
“bomb disposal squad.”” 


The trucking industry, Port Authority 
and Lockmaster of Lock 26, Emergency 
Services and Disaster Agency and St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center, whose 
emergency personnel will review the 
center's plans for handling disasters in 
the local area. 


Briefings for equipment demon- 
stration and on-site observation and

‘Voice analyzer’ new tool in police 
work; helps officers determine truth

“That machine is so good that it 
should not be allowed to be used in a 
police department,” is how one 
young man_ described the 
psychological stress evaluator 
(PSE) which just caught him ina lie 
at Granite City Police Department 

The PSE has become “‘a very 
valuable tool to our investigators,” 
Chief of Detectives Capt. Robert 
Astorian told the Press-Record as he 
and Detective Tony Eck demon- 
strated the $4,400 voice analyzer 
Friday. The machine was purchased 
for the police department by the 
Granite City Rotary Club. 

The Dektor Counter Intelligence 
Agency developed the PSE used by 
the police department to analyze 
taped answers to questions. The 
machine measurer the inaudible 
part of the voice—the flow of excess 
air not used to vibrate the vocal 
chords—rather than using the 
audible portion of the voice, Eck 
explained. 

Stress can be detected in graphs 
the machine makes by using a 
heated stylus, which draws on heat- 
sensitive paper. 

Eck and Astorian havé been 
trained in reading the graphs and 
lines to find areas of stress. ‘‘Certain 
groups of lines indicate stress, which 
frequently indicates a lie. Diagonal, 


domed or blocking forms show 
stress. If there is no such pattern, 
the lack of the pattern indicates little 
stress in answering a question,” Eck 
explained 

How does the machine “‘stack up"” 
when compared to the conventional

polygraph (lie detector machine), 
which identifies stress through 
physical reactions? 

Eck said the PSE and the lie 
detector will reach the same con- 
clusions 95 percent of the time. 
Courts have put the evidence 
gathered by lie detectors and PSE 
machines in the same category and 
gives them equal weight. 

That decision came late last year 
when the court ruled to legalize use 
of the machines in the case of the 
Illinois Polygraph Society versus 
Anthony Pellicano. 

Pellicano operated a private firm 
in the Chicago area which used a 
PSE machine for security checks, 
interviewing candidates for jobs and 
other use: 

The Illinois Polygraph Soctety, 


sensing that th PSEs could make 
polygraphs outdated, filed suit 
against Pellicano and obtained an 
injunction making it temporarily 
illegal to use PSE machines. The 
injunction provided that anyone 
using such a machine could be 
charged with a Class A 
misdemeanor. 

‘The Granite City police then had to 
put their new PSE “‘in the closet,” 
literally. The case was resolved late 
in 1979 and PSEs were legalized 

Restrictions have been inrposed to 
keep the PSEs from being used to 
invade individual privacy or to 
secretly investigate someone. 

Before any tape can be analyzed, 
the person making the tape has to 
sign a permission slip, as well as a 
form indicating he has been read his 
legal rights. 

Other uses are illegal, except 
when analyzing an anonymous 
caller's voice, Eck explained. 

Any tape recording can be 
analyzed, even from a telephone, he 
indicated, but is it policy of the 
police department never to use the 
machine for a voice analysis without 
the written permission of the person 
whose voice is being analyzed, the 
detective added 

The PSE has been very valuable to 
the police department in saving time 
and it eliciting numerous con-

Arrest 2 after 
shots are fired 


Two youths were captured, 
but two others escaped, after 
three shots were fired at a 
group in Kirkpatrick Homes 
at 1:10 a.m. today. 

Police officers handling a 
disturbance call in the 4000 
block of Kirkpatrick Homes 
heard three gunshots from 
the south end of the housing 
project and saw a white 
Thunderbird speed from the 
area, north toward Nameoki 
Road. 

An officer chased the auto, 
using the squad car’s red 
lights and siren, but the auto 
did not stop.

Homestead 
exemption 
expanded 


James R. 
Thompson approved 
legislation Thursday to 
extend homestead property 
tax exemption benefits to a 
special category of tax- 
payers omitted from the law 
previously 

Those now eligible for the 
$3,000 exemption from real 
state tax assessment growth 
will include those who lease 
their dwelling and who also 
pay taxes under their lease 
but who do not own the land 
on which the dwelling 
stands. 

“This legislation will 
clarify the law for local 
assessors,’ Thompson said, 
“who have had some trouble 
in the past in understanding 
the intent of the homestead 
exemption. 

“It was the intent of the 
homestead exemption to 
provide property tax relief 
for the taxpayer, whether 
the land on which the 
dwelling stands is owned by 
the taxpayer or not.” 

Existing provisions in the 
law already contain an 
identical homestead 
exemption provision relating 
to leaseholders who are 
senior cilizens. This will 
make the state policy on 
homestead exemptions 
‘consistent for all leased 
property. 

In other actions, ihe 
governor: 

—Approved House Pill 
3403, which designates the 
Institute of Natural 
Resources as the stute 
agency assigned to act as a 
clearing house for con- 
ducting research and_in- 
forming the public about 
alcohol fuel technology. 

—Approved Senate Bill

Agency and the Pollution

\federal Clean Air Act. 


—Signed House Bill 2941, 
which permits the use of 
:special blood tests (including 
Human Leucocyte and 
Antigen tests) in court 
paternity suits to determine 
whether the man be included 
or excluded as the parent. 

—Approved Senate Bill 
1844, which temporarily 
increases the ceiling on new 
car installment loans as an 


encouragement for lending: 


institutions to make more 
money available for car 
loans, effective Thursday. 

The legislation increases 
installment purchase rates 
until Dec. 31, 1981, as 
follows: From $8 on each 
$100 borrowed to $12 per $100 
on new cars; from $11 per 
$100 to $13 per $100 for cars 
up to two years old. After 
1981, the maximum rates 
return to their original 
levels.

fessions. ‘‘I took the test because I 
thought I could beat: the machine,” 
one man said after the machine beat 
him. Officers pointed out the lies in 
his answers to test questions and the 
man finally admitted he had filed a 
false police report. 

The man said his car had been 
stolen and wrecked, Later, after a 
langle with the PSE, the man ad- 
mitted he had loaned the car to his 
brother, who had wrecked it. He was 
charged with disorderly conduct for 
filing a false police report, pleaded 
guilty and paid a fine, Eck recalled 

In rape cases where an arrest is 
anticipated, the victim used to be 
asked to submit to a lie detector test 
if she wished to prosecute. Now, a 
relaxed interview before the PSE 
will indicate whether a rape actually 
occurred, saving a great deal of 
investigating lime. Several young 
women who have reported rapes 
have admitted after a PSE test that 

were not raped, Eck said. 

‘There are no ‘surprises’ when 
taking a PSE test, he noted. The 
subject taking the test relaxes, in a 
chair, can have coffee and 
cigarettes, and answers _pre- 
prepared questions into a 
microphone 

The questions to be asked are 
shown to the person in advance and 
he is asked if there are any questions 
he does not wish to be asked. Only 
the questions approved by the 
person taking the test are asked, 
Eck said 

Later, the answer to each question 
is analyzed by the PSE and the 
trained eyes of Eck and Astorian are 
used to analyze the graphs. 

Questions are a mixture of 
relevant and irrelevant, to show how 
a person reacts to different 
questions. One may be, ‘‘Do 
drink water.’ Another 
occasionally watch television. 

‘The person taking the test is asked 
to answer one question with a lie. 
From the irrelevant questions, voice 
patters are recorded which are used 
to compare the answers to the 
relevant questions, Eck explained 

Then comes the ‘‘sky’’ questions. 
A series of three pertinant questions 
about the investigation. The three 


questions deal with whether the 
person suspects someone of com- 
mitting the crime, whether the 
person has knowledge of who 
committed the crime, and then 
whether “you” committed the crime 
in question. 

“Suspect, knowledge and you, 
those are the three sky questions 
which tell most of the tail, You get 
your main answers from those, as 
well as a few others. Then you follow 
with an irrelevant question, such as, 
‘Am I sitting down?” the detective 
said. 

If the graph of the answer to the 
last question compares well with the 

wers to the control questions, it 
indicates the machine still is 
working properly and was working 
properly when the three sky 
questions were asked, he added. 

‘The machine can analyze more 
than just yes and no questions. 
Stress can be found in voice patterns 
during speech. This reporter said, ‘I 
did not speed on my way to work this 
morning,” knowing full well that I 
did exceed the speed limit by five 
miles-per-hour. 

The graph from the machine 
showed stress, particularly when the 
work ‘not’ as said, “I would 
concluded that you did speed on your 

y to work this morning,” Eck 
i, not knowing ‘whether this 
reporter told the truth or a lie. 

The machines have been 
existence for about 10 yea 
only recently gaining credil 
PSE operator during the Watergate 
scandle studied answers given by

County, but we do not want to tie up 
a man full-time working on cases for 
other cities,’’ Astorian said. 

Granite City has had its PSC since

It was a bad summer 


for young people’s jobs 


‘The job situation for young 
peopie was considerably 
worse this summer than last, 
the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics has confirmed. 

The number of 16-21 year- 
olds with jobs declined by 
700,000 from July 1979 to July 
1980, and the number of 
unemployed youths was 
520,000 higher than last year. 

As a result, the youth 
unemployment rate was up 
over the year from 13.4 to 
16.4 percent (not seasonally 
adjusted), the highest July 
rate since 1975, The rise in 
unemployment occurred in 
about th same proportion 
among black and white 
youths. 

Each summer, the 16-to-21 
year-old labor force expands 
sharply, as large numbers 
enter the job market in 
search of summer jobs—and 
as high school and college 
graduates, many of whom 
were nonparticipants in the 
labor force while attending 
school, take or look for 
permanent jobs. 

Between April and July 
1980, the youth labor force 
increased by 3.9 million, 
slightly above last year's 
summertime expansion but 
in line with the increases of 
other recent summers. 

An April-July labor force 
increase of 3.6 million was 
anticipated in earlier BLS 
projections, 

Gver the same time span, 
there was also a two million 
reduction in the number of 
youths who either held or 
were seeking part-time jobs, 
as many converted from 
part-time to full-time status 
for the summer. 

The youth labor force of 
18.1 million was 180,000 
below the level of July 1979 
and 300,000 below the record 


level of July 1978. Part of the © 


reason for these declines 
stems from reductions in the 
youth population, 

In addition, their civilian 
labor force participation 
.rate, at 74.2 percent, was 
down for the second year ina 


decline in par- 
ticipation this year was 
entirely among white males; 
the rate for white females 
was about unchanged, while 
the rates for black males and 
females were both up over 
the year. 

Youth employment was 
down 700,000 over the year to 
a level of 15.1 million, its 
lowest point since July 1977. 

The sharp drop in em- 
ployment, which greatly 

: outweighed the moderate 

t-decline in the youth 
population, also resulted in a 
marked fall in the em- 
ployment-population ratio— 
the proportion of their 
noninstitutional population 
that is employed. 

At 60.3 percent, this ratio 
was down from last sum- 
mer’s record high of 62.8 
percent. Both the white and 
black ratios fell over the 
year; that for white youth, 
however, continued to be 25 
points higher than the 
corresponding black ratio. 

The over-the-year decline 
in youth employment oc- 
curred almost entirely 
among private wage and 
salary workers in goods- 
producing industries, 
especially in construction 
and manufacturing. 

In terms of occupations, 
the decline was centered 
among blue-collar workers. 
White-collar | employment 
edged down slightly, while 
the number of service 
workers rose over the year. 

The number of unem- 
ployed 16-21 year-olds was 
three million in July 1980, an 
increase of 520,000 from July 


1979. The youth unem- 
ployment rate of 16.4 percent 
was al its highest point since 
July 1975, when it was 18.3 
percent. 

A substantial part of the 
July 1979-80 increase in the 
number of unemployed 
youth took place among 
males (375,000). The number 
of unemployed white youths 
rose 390,000 over the year, 
with three-fourths of the 
increase occurring among 
males. The unemployment 
rate for white youths rose 
from 11,4 to 14.0 percent. 

Unemployment among 
black youths increased by 
130,000, and their unem- 
ployment rate rose five 
percentage points to 33 
percent. Unlike white 
youths, the over-the-year 
increase for blacks was 
shared about equally among 
males and females. 

The ratio of black to white 
jobless rates continued to be 
in excess of 2 to 1

1980. 

The AGC Education and 
Research Foundation, 
responsible for the 
scholarships, is a non-profit 
organization dedicated to 
upgrading the science of 
construction. 

Programs include industry 
research and construction 
education activities from 
junior high school through 
the university level as well 
as continuing education 
programs for members of 
the industry 

The scholarship program 
was originated in 1970 and 
has allocated more than 
$450,000 to 215 students who 
have been or are currently 
enrolled at 74 colleges 
throughout the U.S. The 
Foundation has also 
provided more than $400,000 
for research and educational 
studies of benefit to the 
construction industry.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. — 
US. courts may become a 
tool for moving the so-far 
immovable state Supreme 
Court on the issue of legisla- 
tive oversight of funds spent 
by agencies created it 

Auditor General Robert 
Cronson is preparing to in- 
tervene in a case in US. Dis- 
trict Court in Chicago that 
might provide the vehicle to 
help resolve the controversy. 


The case specifically in- 
volves only the standing of 
the Attorney Registration 
and Disciplinary Commis- 
sion, created by the Illinois 
Supreme Court, with the U.S. 
Social Security System. The 
Social Security Administra- 
tion wants to suspend the 
agency’s participation in the 
program, arguing that the 
commission is improperly 
categorized as an agency 
separate and distinct from 
the rest of the state govern- 
ment. 

The commission has filed 
suit to block the suspension. 

However, the social secur- 
ity case also may help an- 
swer a basic question in a 
nearly 3-year-old controver- 
sy between the court and 
Cronson: Is the Attorney 
Registration and Discipli- 
nary Commission an agency 
of state government? 

The case also has led to a 
charge that the commission 
has distorted a previous at- 
torney general’s opinion. 


The commission was cre- 
ated by the Supreme Court 
to deal with registration of 
attorneys practicing in Illi- 
nois, with investigation of 
charges made against them 
and with other disciplinary 
matters. Attorneys pay fees 
to the commission, and those 
fees support its activities. 

Cronson has been fighting 
for the right to audit the 
commission’s books since 
1977. 

But the court contends the 
funds spent by the commis- 
sion are not state funds. It 
says allowing Cronson to 
audit the commission's 
books would be contrary to 
the doctrine of the separa- 
tion of the judicial and legis- 
lative branches. 

Instead, the commission’s 
books are audited by accoun- 
tants employed by the 
courts. 
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Auditor is pursuing oversight of agency 


The Social Security Ad- 
ministration placed the com- 
mission’s employees under 
Social Security in 1976, ac- 
cepting it as an “instrumen- 
tality” of the state — an 
agency created by, but sepa- 
rate from, state government 
— according to commission 
spokesman, John Oswald. 

However, in February of 
this year, the Social Security 
Administration informed the 
commission it no longer had 
any standing as a separate 
agency and its participation 
in the Social Security pro- 
gram would be cancelled. 
The Supreme Court was 
found to be the employer of 
the commission staff and, 
therefore, the commission's 
employees were determined 
to be part of the general 
state social security pro- 
gram. 


The commission's suit al- 
leges the decision by the So- 
cial Security Administration 
is arbitrary and at odds with 
its earlier actions in accept- 
ing payments by the Com- 
mission. 

If the federal court finds 
that the commission is a 
part of state government, 
the agency would be subject 
to the auditing process like 
any other state agency, 
Cronson said. 

“~ would hope, at that 
point, the Supreme Court 
and everybody else ... would 
abide by that,” Cronson said. 
However, he added that he 
does not expect the federal 
court to get into the specific 
problem of the commission's 
relationship to state govern- 
ment except as it applies to 
social security coverage. 

“I don’t think anybody 
can say they (the commis- 
sion’s funds) are not public 
funds,” Cronson said, 

One potential solution to 
his problem, bringing suit in 
state court against the com- 
mission, has a fatal draw- 
back — the appeal of any de- 
cision made in such a suit 
eventually would land back 
before the state Supreme 
Court, Cronson notes. That's 
one reason he hopes the fed- 
eral] suit will clear the air. 

Cronson takes heart from 
a 1974 attorney general's 
opinion that he feels sup- 
ports his position — but the 
commission also has cited 
that opinion in its behalf. 

That opinion, again, was 


in connection with allowing 
commission employees to 
enter the social security sys- 
tem under the state law that 
allows state government 
employees and employees of 
independent agencies creat- 
ed by the law to be included 
in the system. 

The conclusion reached in 
the opinion, never tested in 
court, was that the commis- 
sion is not an agency inde- 
pendent of state govern- 
ment, but rather “an agency 
of the judicial branch” of the 
state of Illinois. 

The opinion also said that, 
while the court may hire 
employees and otherwise act 
to carry out its functions, “it 
does not enjoy the legislative 
power reposed by the people 
in the General Assembly to 
create by law” and cannot 
create agencies “legally sep- 
arate and distinct from the 
state of Illinois.” 

Cronson believes the opin- 
ion upholds his stand that 
the commission and the 
closely related Board of 
Law Examiners are state 
agencies, whose spending of 
state money must be audited 
by his office. 

However, the Attorney 
Registration and Discipli- 
nary Commission takes the 
opposite view. 

In its 1979 annual report, 
the commission said: 

“The Illinois attorney gen- 
eral determined that em- 
ployees of the commission 
are not state employees, 
and, therefore, not eligible to 
participate in the state em- 
ployee retirement system 
(which includes participa- 
tion in the federal Social Se- 
curity program.)” 

The attorney general's 
office has not enlarged upon 
its ruling. 

However, one former 
researcher and opinion writ- 


er for the attorney general's 
office agrees, with Cronson, 
that the opinion does not say 
commission employees are 
not state employees. 

“J sincerely hope that the 
distortion of judicial powers 
in the state of Illinois will be 
set straight in that case,” the 
ex-researcher told Carl 
Rolewick, assistant adminis- 
trator of the commission, in 
a recent letter. 

During the spring legisla- 
tive session, the General As- 
sembly appropriated funds 
for the commission and the 
Board of Law Examiners 
and Gov. James R. Thomp- 
son approved the appropria- 
tions. Those actions implici- 
ty support Cronson’s posi- 
tion. 

However, Chief Supreme 
Court Judge Joseph Golden- 
hersh stands by his conten- 
tion that the fees paid to the 
two agencies are not public 
funds and are not open to 
audit by the auditor general.

One of the most intense 
emotional experiences a 
person has is the death of a 
loved one, especially when 
the death is unexpected. 

Many different feelings 
are likely to occur. The most 
common is a feeling of loss 
or grief. A significant person 
in your life is gone and, as a 
result, the functions that 
person served in your life are 
gone. 

The loss is sometimes so 
great that the first response 
is to deny the loved one has 
really died. 

Another feeling that may 
result is a feeling of anger or 
resentment. 

The person's death may 
leave you confused and 
frustrated as to what to do 
with your life. Anger is 
directed toward God, the 
attending physician, or even 
toward the deceased for 
leaving you this way.

Funds for Oct. 1, 1980, 
through Sept. 30, 1981, will be 
authorized also, for that 
fiscal year, when the Sep- 
tember funds are ap- 
propriated.

A seminar on “Hospice 
Care in the Community” will 
be held at Belleville Area 
College on Wednesday, Sept. 
10, at 7:30 p.m. in the 
theater. 

Dr. Shabbir H. Safdar, 
Gra City physician and 
medical director of Hospice 
of Madison County, will 
speak on the care of ter- 
minally ill persons in their 
homes. 

All interested in learning 
about an organized program 
of care for the terminally ill 
are being invited to attend 
the free seminar. 

The local home care 
program has cared for 61 
patient and family units 
since Oct. 1, 1979. 

Training programs are 
conducted on the hospice 
concept of care, for the lay 
volunteers, registered 
nurses, licenesed practical 
nurses, social workers and 
ministers and also for 
volunteers interested in 
working in bereavement. 

Bereavement is defined by 
the group as the year of 
follow-up support given to 
family members after the 
patient has died. 

“Many family members 
find the day-to-day problems 
of life more difficult to cope 
with when they are coping 
alone;"’ a spokesman says. 

“The bereavement 


volunteers help the survivors 
first as an established friend 
and then get them any 
assitance they may need, It 
may be legal help, medical 
and, many times, social. 

“The organization has 
recently set up a new 
program, Lost and Found, 
totally made up of people 
who have suffered the loss of 
a loved one. 

“The consensus of this 
group is that companionship 
of caring and compassionate 
people, a sense of belonging, 
and the ability to learn to 
enjoy things again are the 
three most important things 
that can be given to 
bereaved survivors. This 
program has enjoyed  suc- 
cess in its first three months 
of operation.”” 

The Belleville area has 
recently shown interest in 
starting a hospice program. 

In this seminar, Dr. Safdar 
will cover “Why and how 
hospice care is so acceptable 
and helpful to terminally-ill 
patients and their families,”’ 
‘*Establishing and 
organizing a program from 
the ground level,’’ and 
“Where Hospice of Madison 
County is now at in-patient 
care.”

“SIU has always been a 
place for people with vision, 
‘That’s why we all came,” 
John Schnabel says after 23 
years at the Alton, East St. 
Louis and Edwardsville 
campuses of Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. ‘‘It is still that 
kind of place, but it needs to 
get going again.” 

Schnabel, who can list a 
number of SIUE firsts after 
his name, was writing his 
final report before retiring. 
He sat in the stark, while 
computer education 
laboratory, surrounded by 
“apples” he says will be a 
part of every classroom and 
education system in the 
nation in the next 20 years 

“Teachers are learning 
how to use the small com- 
puters and have asked for 
them in Wood River, Red 
Bud, New Athens and 
Belleville,’ he said. “When 
the computers are hooked up 
to cable TV, you will be able 
to dial in and get in- 
formation. It will be a 
library at your fingetips.” 

The education professor 
said computers are now used 
in tutorial and gifted 
programs in schools but he 
sees no limit to the 
possibilities. 

“Instead of sitting in front 
of TVs, kids are making 
instructional programs 
themselves,” he said. ‘It is 
better than TV because you 
can do it on your own. You 
can manipulate something

“But it was exciting and 
stimulating and everyone 
was anxious to help. It 
wasn’ta question of could we 
do it.

Schnabel said he worked 
with all the early educators 
who came to SIUE as 
visionaries. ‘“‘They were 
Jeaders in their field and 
were the caliber of people 
who could be deans and 
department heads. They all 
came in and taught those 
early classes,” he said. 

“Most people think this 
campus started in 1965, not 
in 1957 in Alton,” he con- 
tinued ““Without the 
pioneers in Alton and East 
St. Louis, there wouldn't be a 
campus here today,” he told 
a listener. 

Remembering those early 
years, Schnabel said the 
university needs to grow and 
be stimulated again. ‘‘You 
either move ahead or you 
die. You don’t stand still.” 

The professional oboe 
player and professor of 
secondary education has 
taken his own advice. He 
started as a director of bands 
al Evansville College in his 
on hometown and will retire 
as director of the computer 
education lab at SIUE. 

He completed a bachelor’s 
degree in art at SIUE in 1975 
just to prove he could, after 
earning a master's in music 
and a doctorate in music and 
school aministration al 
Northwestern and Indiana 
universities. 

In 1967, Schnabel went 
back to the classroom to 
become the first full-time 
secondary education faculty 
member at SIUE and the 
first executive secretary of 
the School of Education. 

As a teacher of teachers, 
he started the first teacher 
learning center at Roxana 
High School, used the first 
videotape in a classroom 
that later became the micro- 
teaching lab at SIUE, and 
did some of the first team- 
teaching, 

“That first team-leaching 
was awful because we both 
did our separate things,” he 
admit “but it broke the 
ground and got it started 
The old joke was let 
Schnabel try it first, and if it 
works, we'll do it.’” 

After periods of too much 
bureaucracy and too many 
stumbling blocks to growth, 
Schnabel said, he sees a 
return to those early action 
days at SIUE in the first acts 
of the new president. ‘He is 
focusing on academics and 
the idea that the university is 
here to serve the students,” 
Schnabel said. 

“The university is here to 
teach, and it needs to con- 
tinue to build a good public 
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Q. Ona recent television 
newscast, | heard a 
report which implied the 
number of houses in the 
U.S. will be fewer next 
year than now.

Transplant or dialyze. 
These are the choices facing 
a person in the area with 
severe kidney disease, says 
Jacqueline S. Elkin, RN., 
BSN., transplant coordinator 
of the Regional Transplant 
Association and speaker for 
an upcoming St. Louis 
University Medical Center 
conference on tran- 
splantation. 

“Approximately 5,000 
kidney transplant operations 
are performed each year in 
the U.S.,”’ she relates. ‘Yet, 
as many as 14,000 persons 
still spend between 12 and 24 
hours a week on an artificial 
kidney machine, while 
waiting for a donor kidney. 

“In this metropolitan area 
alone, 600 persons weekly 
undergo dialysis while 60 to 
80 persons receive a kidney 
through transplantation 
each year. A transplant 
eliminates the need for the 
machine, usually providing a 
better quality of life for the 
recipient.” 

“Organ and Tissue 
Transplantation: the Donor, 
the Recipient and the 
Nurse,’’ will seek to educate 
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nurses about the benefits of 
transplantation and the need 
for organs. 

Held Sept. 23 and 24 at 
Busch Memorial Center, 20 
N. Grand at Laclede, the 
conference is co-sponsored 
by the St. Louis U. School of

You can look forward to 
growing less lonely as you 
grow older, a five-year study 
has concluded 

“I know it flies in the face 
of your stereotype,” says 
Professor John C. Woodward 

the University of 
Nebraska, “but older people 
are, by far, the least lonely 
people in the nation.” 

Dr. Woodward, dean of the 
university's college of home 
economi bases his fin- 
dings on personal interviews 
with over 1,000 rural and 
urban people in the 
Nebraska area. 

He explained his study's 
conclusions this way: 

- group, women are 
lonelier than men. 

—Divorcees are among the 
loneliest people. 

enagers 
than anybody. 

But Dr. Woodward, former 
chairman of the university’s 
department of human 
development and the family, 
cautioned: 

“I’m not saying 
joneliness does not occur 
among elderly persons, or 
that all teenagers and 
divorcees are lonely. 

“However, the studies do 
indicate that, as a whole, the 
eldely population is the least 
lonely and high school 
seniors the most lunely.”” 

He believes high school 
students, especially seniors, 
are at a critical stage of life 
where many personal 
decisions concerning their 
future and their goals weigh 
heavily on them. 

The elderly, on the other 
hand, ‘‘aren’t burdened with 
these pressures and can 
relax and derive great 
pleasure from the rewards of 
fulfillment and success they 
have created or of insitutions 
they have helped to create.” 

He adds, ‘‘They ex- 
perience great relief from 
the often overbearing 
demands on their time and 
from impassioned strivings 
and struggles. But it really 
depends on how the elderly

“Tf they feel they are going 
tobe lonely, they will be. But 
if they maintain their own 
identity, and feel they are in 

, they won't be lonely: 

“That's why we believe 
you shouldn't make the 
decision about placing 
elderly parents into ‘a 
retirement home. Rather, lei 
them make their own 
choice.”" 

For the purposes of hi§ 
study, Dr. Woodward defined 
loneliness as ‘‘a feeling of 
being alone and discon 
nected or alienated from 
positive persons, places or 
things.”’ 

He ‘concluded this 
universal state occurs in all 
stages of human develop- 
ment, diminishing with age 
except in times of crisis, 
such as divorce 

Among the factors 
tribution to loneliness, he 
cited discontentment, low 
income level and the season 
of the year. 

Our studies showed," he 
said, “that high school and 
college students, 
housewives, divorcees and 
never-married persons were 
more lonely if they weré 
unhappy ‘or discontented, 

“Finances affect your 
ability to do the things you 
would like to be doing; and if 
money isn’t available, 
there’s a good chance you'll 
be lonely. 

“This was especially true 
among housewives and the 
elderly, Those with lower 
incomes were more lonely 
than those in the higher 
income categories.”

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GC to purchase playground 


equipment for Wils 


Armed with opinions from the federal 
revenue sharing office in Washington, 
D.C., and from the illinois attorney 
general’s office that il is legal for 
Granite City to expend revenue sharing 
funds for recreational purposes, the 
Granite City Council voted 
unanimously last week to pur- 
chase new playground equipment for 
Wilson Park. 

Only one bid was received for the 
playground equipment and a contract 
Wwas awarded to Miracle Recreational 
equipment Co. for $11,970 for the 
swings, slide and combination 
fecreational equipment. 

The equipment will be placed in a 
new playground planned for Wilson 
Park. The township’s contribution is 
part of an overall improvement 
program for the park being undertaken 
by the Granite City Park District. 
~The legality of the township ex- 
pending federal grant funds for 
fecreational uses was challenged last 


year by Alderman Charles Douglas of 
the First Ward. Granite City aldermen 
automatically are members of the town 
board of trustees, since the boundaries 
of the city and the township are iden- 
tical. 

Douglas notified federal and state 
authorities that he felt the expenditure 
by Granite City Township of funds for 
field lights at the Fehling Road sports 
complex and for bleachers at Granite 
City High School North violated the 
regulations controlling the use of 
revenue sharing funds 

Last month, legal opinions were 
received from the attorney general’s 
office and from Richard S. Isen, acting 
chief council of the office of revenue 
sharing in Washington, which said the 
expenditures for the bleachers and for 
the field lights appear to be within the 
uses allowed by state laws and federal 
regulations regarding revenue sharing. 

Tuesday night, on a motion by 
Alderman Sam Whitmer of the Second

Ward, the council voted to put the full 
context of both Isen’s letter and the 
letter from the state attorney general’s 
office in the minutes of the council 
meeting. 

They then accepted the bid for the 
playground equipment and for a fence 
behind Anchorage Homes.

SPRINGFIELD Bad 
economic news was good en- 
rollment news to public 
community colleges in Illi- 
nois this last summer, ac- 
cording to Dr. James How- 
ard, interim executive direc- 
tor of the state’s Community 
College Board. 

Enrollments at the local 
community colleges rose 
sharply, with the increase 
largely a result of “a sag- 
ging economy and the resul- 
tant increase in unemploy- 
ment,” he said. Historically, 
Howard said, community 
college enrollments increase 
at the same time that unem- 
ployment rises. Enrollments 
also rose during the spring 
semester, he said, and en- 
rollments are expected to 
continue high this fall on the 
community college cam- 
puses. 

Head-count enrollments 
at the community colleges 
rose by 18.4 percent from 
the summer semesters of 
1979, with full-time equiva- 
lent enrollments at 43,731 
this year, compared to 37,770 
in 1979. 

Five colleges showed a de- 
crease in summer enroll- 
ments from a year ago — 
Chicago City-Wide College, 
Wabash Valley, Rend Lake, 
State Community College 
and Lincoln Land. However, 
City-Wide and Wabash Val- 
ley are parts of multicollege 
systems which overall 
showed increases.

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Cutback might add to Chicago’s power in legislature 


Legislative cutback—it will be a hot 
issue from now until voters go to the polls 
Nov. 4. There are many ramifications of 
the proposed reduction of Illinois House 
membership from 177 to 118 and 
simultaneous (fall 1982) elimination of 
cumulative voting. 

An area legislator—who seems likely to 
remain in office despite such a change— 
opposes the cutback for a number of 


reasons, but primarily because he thinks it , 


would tip the precarious balance between 
Downstate and Chicago area interests. 

Immediately after the Illinois Supreme 
Court ruled last week that voters can 
decide for or against the proposal as part 
of the November 1980 ballot, the area 
legislator called to our attention an article 
relating that Cook County Democratic 
Chairman George W. Dunne supports the 
legislative change. Republican Chairman 
J. Robert Barr of Cook County opposes the 
cutback, 

The legislator, a Democrat, commented, 
“It is my worry and concern that Chicago 
would like to grab an additional hunk of the 
Illinois House. Note that Mr. Dunne 
(longtime Cook County Board chairman) 
heads the Cook party organization.” 

The proposed new state constitutional 
amendment would split the present 59 
legislative districts in half and establish a 
new system of electing one House member 
from each of the smaller districts. 


Under the 110 year old cumulative voting 
method—the only one of its type in the 50 
states—each district elects three House 
members and voters can back their 
favorites with one, one and a half or three 
votes. This admittedly complicated 
system has helped guarantee minority 
party representation in the House for each 
district, even in elections where there has 
been a one-party landslide. 


GOP Chairman Barr says, ‘The short- 
range effect, if not the long-range effect, 
will be harmful ‘to us. And reducing the 
House would save very little money. Nor 
would it improve the quality of the 
legislature."’ Other Republicans opposing 
House reduction include Governor James 


R. Thompson and State GOP Chairman 
Donald Adams. 

Lieutenant Governor Dave O’Neal, a 
Republican, supports cutting. the size of 
the House. He concedes the reduction 
might harm his party in the Chicago area, 
but says the GOP could make gains 
elsewhere in the state. 

Democratic Chairman Dunne says the 
cutback might enhance the caliber of the 
legislature and that the change from 
cumulative voting “‘would not injure the 
Democratic party.” 

Arlene Rubin, executive director of the 
Independent Voters of Iinois and I— 
ndependent Precinct Organization, 
disagrees with Dunne’s first point and 
agrees with the second. She says the IVI 
“vigorously opposes the amendment 
because it would eliminate some of the 
most competent, independent-thinking 
legislators from both Chicago and 
Downstate.”’ 

Regardless of whether the change would 
hurt or help one party more than the other, 
the central point may well be the adequacy 
of representation for each community, 
now and in the future. 

A closely related question is whether 
sections of the state, perhaps extremely 
large sections, ought to be left with 
legislative delegations that in their en- 
tirety represent only one of the two par- 
lies. In effect, this situation would leave 
many communities. with little voice in 
Springfield deliberations if their area 
happened to have the opposite party of the 
one in control of the legislature. 

Another issue of great importance, the 
one that prompted this editorial, may be 
impossible to accurately measure at this 
time. But it is the cause of much of the 
“worry and concern’ mentioned in the 
letter from the legislator: 

Would 118 single-member districts lead 
toa pattern enabling Chicago politicians to 
gain greater cohesiveness in their ranks? 

Even assuming the highest of 
motivations for them, more closely-knit 
Chicago legislators could be ‘‘bad news’’ 
for the non-Chicago, non-cohesive portion 
of Illinois. 


This fish story unfortunately is true, not a fishy story

merce—What would you do if, famished 
for a good fish dinner, you went to your 
favorite restaurant, only to find the en- 
trees limited to broiled grunt fish, baked 
mudblower and fried ratfish? Bet you’d 
lose your appetite | for fish in a hurry, 
wouldn't you? 

This scenario, says Senator William 
Roth of Delaware, has haunted the good 
folks at the National Marine Fisheries 
Service who are responsible for promoting 
more consumption of seafood. 

So, worried that ugly names will 
dissuade Americans from eating more 
fish, these bureaucrats decided to purge 
every ugly fish name and replace it with 
an appetizing one. 

First they spent $63,000 on a contract to 


study how to re-title fish. Unfortunately, 
this only proved the feasibility of varying 
the ugly titles of different fish. No 
problem, it was found. 

A second study, par for the course in 
Washington, was approved to find the new 
fish names. But still no luck. The second 
study didn’t produce any new names, 
either, only a set of criteria to judge which 
fish, ugly names and all, taste better than 
others. 

Rather than drag this out into a real fish 
story, let us just give you the upshot: After 
spending seven years and nearly a haif- 
million dollars—and drawing on the 
services of more than 50 agency em- 
ployees—not one fish has been renamed. 

The only tangible result has been that, 
once again, the taxpayers got taken, hook, 
line and sinker.

Questions logic of reducing 


To the Editor: 

I would like to reply to 
several ‘‘Letters to the 
Editor’? concerning the 
alleged attempts by, as some 
reports have put it, “a group 
of legislators to keep the 
citizens of Illinois from 
petitioning a vote for a law to 
cut the size of the Illinois 
House of Representatives.” 

Those few people who 
believe this misrepresen- 
tation of the facts have been 
sold some of “Dr. Gordon's 
Snake Oil,’’ which is 
guaranteed to stop the 
mental cognition process if 
indulged long enough. To 
these people I say, the fault 
may not be your own, 
because the facts .on this 
issue have not been 
responsibly reported to you. 
Thus, let’s consider some of 
the truths in the subject of 
cutting the size of our 
representation in the Illinois 
House of Representatives. 


The so-called ‘Coalition 
for Political Honesty,’’ our 
self-proclaimed champions 
of the people, may not have 
honestly collected 477,112 
Illinois citizen’s signatures. 
They may, when the final 
review of those signatures is 
complete, have “honestly” 
collected much less than 50 
percent of the 477,112 
signatures claimed 


To the charge that 
legislators are trying to 
protect their jobs, I say, 
“Amen!"’ There is a large 
number of concerned 
citizens throughout the state, 
‘who are not politicians, that 
are also trying to save our 
representation in the Illinois 
House. Don’t believe for one’ 
minute that legislators are 
using the $59,000 they have 
raised to throw the 
“Legislative Cutback 
Amendment” of the ballot. 

Instead these funds are 
being used for the following: 
first investigative 
research of the legalities of 
the petition; secondly — the 
cause and effect this petition 
would have in our state’s 
govenmental system; and 
third to make state 
citizenry aware of the 
possible consequences of 
allowing themselves to be 
coerced into giving away 
their representation in the 


state government. Besides, 
how could the $59,000 be used 
to keep the amendment off 
the ballot? Is there someone 
or group in our state 
government in which this 
money could be given to, or 
used to influence, that has 
the authority to keep the 
petition off the ballot? 
Hardly the case! 

The proposed __con- 
stitutional amendment 
should be directed to a single 
question. It is not! When 
there is a conglomeration of 
questions to be answered 
with a single yes or no vote 
we, the citizens of the state, 
should question the 
reasoning and logic behind 
the conglomeration. 

The three questions Illinois 
citizens are asked to vote on 
are: reduce the size of the 
House, allow two districts, 
and change cumulative 
voting from the present 
three votes to a single vote. 

We are told by the 
“Coalition for Political 
Honesty” that if we approve 
their plan we will save tax 
dollars. How so? There is 
going to be at least the same 
amount and probably more 
proposed legislation to go 
through the political 
machinery in the future as in 
the past. 

We may save a few dollars 
on representatives salaries. 
However, the remaining 
representatives will have to 
increase their staff's 
tremendously to handle the 
work load.

State stillin running 
for space telescope 


By RAY SERATI 


SPRINGFIELD — Illinois 
is still in the running for a 
highly advanced outer-space 
“telescope and state officials 
-are busily sending additional 
information to the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
* ministration (NASA) in an 
effort to win final approval. 
Illinois’ site which is in the 
crunning is located at the 
Fermi National Accelerator 
Laboratory near Batavia. It 
is one of three finalists with 
the other two being at Johns 
Hopkins University in Mary- 
land and the other at Prince- 
-ton University in New Jer- 
sey. 
What would actually be 
“constructed at the Batavia 
+ ‘site would be a tracking sta- 
tion where the information 
would be sent. The Batavia 
site has been termed as ex- 
cellent by some because of 
its proximity to higher edu- 
cation institutions. 
. The space satellite tele- 
_ scope would hitch a ride into 
‘orbit on a space shuttle 
which is to go up in 1983. It 
would then report the find- 
‘ings back to the Fermi Labo- 
atory in Batavia. 

‘We are very much en- 
couraged about Illinois’ pos- 
sibilities,” Commerce and 
Community Affairs Depart- 
ment Director John W. Cas- 
tle told Copley News Ser- 
vice. 

“At the present time we 

_ are trying to raise some 


local funds that could be 
used as a type of endowment 
fund at the laboratory,” Cas- 
tle said. 

“We understand that 
Johns Hopkins has about 
some $2 million and Prince- 
ton about $1.5 million in a 
similar fund,” Castle said. 

He said NASA officials re- 
cently visited the Batavia 
site again. They had visited 
the site earlier in the year. 

“We are still trying to sup- 
ply NASA officials with 
more information,” Castle 
said. 

It is anticipated that such 
a facility would have a budg- 
et of about $5 million or $6 
million. 

Illinois is running high as 
a possible site, Castle said, 
because of institutions of 
higher learning, the scientif- 
ic community in the state 
and other research projects 
located in the state. 

Such a tracking center 
could become the center for 
astronomy. It will also aid 
scientists in viewing and an- 
alyzing radiation and light 
rays in space prior to their 
becoming distorted by the 
earth’s atmosphere. 


Castle could give no indi- 
cation as to how soon a final 
selection would be made by 
NASA. 

‘The race to locate the site 
has been on for some time. 
Illinois’ proposal to locate 
the center at Fermi Lab cov- 
ers about five volumes. 


“Computers helping 
livestock producers 


By CHARLYN FARGO 


SPRINGFIELD — Com- 
puters took the work out of 
«preparing many farmers’ 
‘cash flow sheets several 
“years ago. But a new kind of 

‘computer now is helping 
livestock producers — with 
their herds and to produce 
new breeds. 

A computer can almost 
tell researchers that a cer- 
tain cow is going to get sick, 
‘according to E.F. Oliver of 
the University of Illinois’ ag- 

‘ ricultural engineering de- 
partment. 

“We can’t really do that, 
but we can find out almost 
as soon as it happens,” 
Oliver said. 

Researchers are trying to 
improve dairy production by 

* using a “management by ex- 

- eention” technique that iden- 
tifies cows that need special 
attention before they be- 
come sick. 

Larger dairy herds have 
created the need for the 
computer, because a herds- 
man can give individual at- 
tention only to so many ani- 
mals. However, bigger herds 
usually mean bigger profits. 

“Jt costs dairy producers 
who have more than 80 cows 
about 40 cents to produce 

+1400 pounds of milk than 
smaller producers,” said Del 

" Wilken, U of I Extension ag- 
ricultural economist. 

The computer collects, 
stores and analyzes data on 
the production and health of 
each cow, increasing the ef- 
ficiency of dairy operation. 

Specifically, the computer 
keeps the cow’s identity, 
feed consumption, milk con- 
ductivity, temperature and 
weight. Animals that vary 
from the norm are singled 
out for extra attention. 

‘The program also is useful 
for dairy farmers because 
milk production is so sensi- 
tive to the work routine and 
decisions of the herdsman. 

“Without computers’ to 


collect production and 
health data, animals begin to 
lose their identity in large 


herds and a sick cow may 
not be noticed right away,” 
Oliver said. 

In the U of I study, 20 heif- 
ers have been implanted 
with transponders. Each 
time an animal drinks 
water, an optical switch sig- 


and its temperature just be- 
neath the hide are recorded. 


The temperature just be- 
neath the hide approaches 
deep body temperature 
when the animal has a fever, 
which helps determine its 
health. The study also seeks 
to determine if other corre- 
lations can be drawn from 
the skin temperature and 
management problems. 

Feeding is done automati- 
cally. Thanks to.a thin disk 
around each cow’s neck, the 
control system electronical- 
ly dispenses the correct 
amount of feed to each ani- 
mal. The number of visits 
and the amount of time 
spent in the stalls also are 
recorded. 

Initial tests have shown 
the ingestion rate is 50 per- 
cent higher when the feed 
bowl is similar in shape to a 
cow's jaw. 

The research project is 
funded by the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station 
and the U.S. Department of 
‘Agriculture. 

‘A computer also has been 
used to develop a new Aus- 
tralian sheep breed, accord- 
ing to a recent newsletter of 
the Australian Information 
Service. 

Ian Downie, a Tasmanian 
breeder, developed a new 
breed called the Cormo 
using computer technology, 
then tested his theory on the 
sheep.

Thompson, Stevenson have 
a future as political leaders 


_By KEN WATSON 


SPRINGFIELD — Re- 
gardless of the outcome of 
the Nov. 4 presidential elec- 
tion, there is a feeling across 
the American political spec- 
trum that the next four 
years will see the develop- 
ment of a new generation of 
political leaders. 

President Jimmy Carter, 
if re-elected, would be limit- 
ed by the Constitution to 
serving only that term. 
Ronald Reagan, if elected, 
would be 73 at the close of 
his term, and there is a con- 
sensus in politics that he 
would serve no more than 
four years as president. 

It is significant for Illinois 
that two of its best known 
political figures are already 
being mentioned in specula- 
tion about the future. Gov. 
James R. Thompson and out- 
going U.S. Sen. Adlai Steven- 
son are frequently men- 
tioned in national specula- 
tion about political leaders 
of the future. 

The Thompson-Stevenson 
speculation has a uniqueness 
of its own. For the two may 
well be on a collision course 
with one or the other des- 
tined by the course of events 
to fall by the wayside before 
the search for 1984 presiden- 
tial hopefuls begins in ear- 
nest. 

A Thompson-Stevenson 
confrontation for governor 
two years from now is a 
growing possibility. 

Thompson, who has long 
been of the opinion that run- 
ning for public office is a 
full-time job and one that 
cannot be deferred until 
some weeks or months be- 
fore an election, has been 
practicing this philosophy 
with vigor. The governor's 
daily activity at the Mlinois 
State Fair was vivid evi- 
dence of how he adheres to 
his own rule. 

Some Capitol cynies, tak- 
ing note of Big Jim's fair- 
grounds ranging, quipped 
there was a question as to 
who is off to the fastest start 
for the next election — 


Teddy Kennedy or the guv. 

But Thompson did not get 
this far in politics without 
knowing what he is doing, 
and since becoming gover- 
nor he has sharpened his po- 
litical savvy and technique 
to a remarkable degree. He 
knows that tough times are 
headed for state government 
for the next two years and 
that no governor can expect 
to be re-elected unless he 

as acquired a broad person- 
al following. 

While Thompson’s major 
problem in advancing his as- 
sumed White House ambi- 
tions is to gain re-election, 
Stevenson faces a more 
basic and tougher problem. 
Before he can run for gover- 
nor he will have to persuade 
Illinois Democrats to nomi- 
nate him. That won't be 
easy. 

There has long been an in- 
clination among national 
commentators to presume 
that because of his political 
name and heritage Steven- 
son is a cinch to be accepted 
by his party for any office he 
might choose. But that is a 
presumption open to chal- 
lenge and especially under 
existing circumstances. 

‘A sharp contrast from the 
gregarious Thompson, the 
aloof Stevenson has disap- 
pointed many Illinois Demo- 
crats and alienated more 
than a few. Carter Demo- 
crats are angry at his depre- 
cating of the president. 
Other Democratic regulars 
are unhappy that he left the 
party in canger of losing its 
sole Illinois Senate seat by 
deciding not to run this year. 

There are a lot of Demo- 
crats who feel that others 
besides Stevenson should be 
considered to head their 
ticket.
